The closest prior art of record is Frykhult (US 5685983) in which guide 
members 18 are distributed around the drum filter 1 . The members 18 
define filtrate receiver chambers between successive members. There is 
no disclosure in Frykhult '983 to suggest the presence of a filtrate sucking 
force directed toward the inside of the filtrate receptive chamber caused by 
the discharge of the filtrate. The radially oriented members 18 of Frykhult 
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'983 define an entirely open "chamber" which cannot accumulate any 
filtrate nor cause a sucking force.
